PARIS— Gen. Charles de Gaulle announced today 
he is preparing to take over the government in a legal 
manner. But left wing opposition to him mushroomed 
so swiftly it increased the threat of civil war. 


Premier Pierre Pflimlin, his authority crumbling 
by the hour, refused to step down and decided to let the 
National Assembly choose tonight between him. and de 
Gaulle. 


Cabinet spokesman revealed the premier’s decision 
after Pflimlin held two meetings with President Rene 
Coty and long sessions with his own cabinet. 


Pflimlin summoned the Assembly to make its de­ 
cision today. 


The cabinet source, revealing Pflimlins desperate 
answer to de Gaulle’s bid to take over power, said Pflim­ 
lin personally met with the general last night. 
The former wartime resist­ 
ance leader warned the pre­ 
mier then that the threat of 
civil war was becoming more 
serious 
with 
every 
passing 
hour. 
Reports from Algiers said 
three battalions of insurgent 
paratroopers had been ready 
to jump into southern France 
if de Gaulle had, not made an 
open move today to end the 
crisis. 
In making his bid, de Gaulle 
seemed confident of success, 
urged the nation to remain 
calm and promised quick con­ 
tact with the insurgent gen­ 
erals in Algeria in whom “I 
express my confidence.”

Air Force spokesmen today

“It would be impossible for 
us to say whether or not a 
Hamilton based plane had been 
involved,” a spokesman at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base said. “We 
put from 50 to 60 jets in the 
air every day. It would be very 
difficult to check back through 
every flight that occurred that 
day.” 
Pacific Air Lines Capt. Jack 
Surbridge of San Jose has been 
quoted as saying that at 11:45 
a.m. May 21, a Eureka-bound 
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DC3 airliner he was piloting 
nearly was struck by a T33 jet 
trainer. 
“I had a feeling,” 
Captain 
Surbridge is quoted as saying, 
“that he was making an ap­ 
proach to Hamilton Air Force 
Base because he was coming 
in the usual wide arc for that.” 
Captain Surbridge said he

number.

“real close,” he said — “close 
enough to see into the cock 
pit.”

“I expect of the land, sea 
and air forces in Algeria that 
they remain exemplary in 
their behavior under the or­ 
ders of their chiefs . . . 
“To these leaders I ex­ 
press my confidence and my 
intention of taking up con­ 
tact with them immediately.” 
France seemed stunned at 
the news de Gaulle was plan­ 
ning to take over. There was 
jubilation in Algiers. 
The insurgent regime there 
gained a naval arm when ships 
of the French Mediterranean 
fleet steamed into Algerian 
ports. 
An insurgent spokesman said 
the ships, which include an air­ 
craft carrier, “will obey their 
commanding admiral.”

FROM FAR FIELDS 
The three men—one from 
Korea, one from the European- 
North African battlefields of 
World War II, the other from 
the Pacific theater of that war 
—came to the seaward ap­ 
proaches of their homeland 
yesterday. 
The man from Europe was 
aboard the destroyer Blandy. 
Aboard 
the 
guided 
missile 
cruiser Boston were the bodies 
of the Pacific World War II 
dead and the man who died in 
Korea. 
In the rain, *on the gray 
swells of the Atlantic off Cape 
Henry, Va., all three bodies 
were transferred to the missile 
cruiser Canberra. 
Then, in solemn ceremony, 
William Charette, a Navy en­ 
listed man and holder of the 
Medal of Honor, chose between 
the identical caskets of the two 
World War II dead. Charette 
prayed for guidance before he 
placed a floral wreath on the 


casket to his right to mark his 
choice. The chosen 
one of 
World War II and the man 
f r o m 
Korea’s 
battleground 
were transferred to the Blandy. 
The Canberra, with the body 
of the other Unknown, steam­ 
ed farther out to sea. 


Six bearers brought the flag- 
covered pallet to the slanted 
platform 
on 
the 
afterdeck. 
Chaplains, in their vestments, 
said the prayers of four faiths. 
The bearers tilted the plat­ 
form. Out from under the cov­ 
ering flag slid the shrouded 
body, 
weighted to carry it 
down. A little cloud of foam 
drifted back from the stern of 
the Canberra, to mark the spot 
briefly on the quiet sea.

During a training exercise, 
the Skate operated continuous­ 
ly underwater for 31 days and 
five and one-half hours.

Burke made the dramatic 
announcement moments before 
the nation’s sixth and fastest 
nuclear sub, the Skipjack, slid 
down the ways into the choppy 
gray waters of the Thames 
River.

Corte Madera, Sewer 
Board Eye Merger 


Corte Madera town council- 
men and directors of Corte 
Madera Sanitary District last 
night inched their way closer 
to an agreement for transfer 
of district working functions 
to the town. 
There was also talk of even­ 
tual total integration of dis­ 
trict and town, with the four 
councilmen present expressing 
the belief this might be desir­ 
able. 
One sanitary board member, 
Ralph A. Stickney, went so far 
as to say, “It may be that this 
is just one step toward inte­ 
gration of political groups in 
the Ross Valley . . . and if 
they’re going to be consolidat­ 
ed, this is the time to think 
about it.” 
Councilman Roger F. Morse, 
presiding in the absence of 
Mayor William R. Hansen, said 
he doubted if the town's pro­ 
posed agreement with the dis­ 
trict would jeopardize the pos­ 
sible merger of all sanitary dis­ 
tricts in the Ross Valley or the 
consolidation of Larkspur and 
Corte Madera into a single city. 
Ben K. Rippe, sanitary board 
president, said directors want 
to confer with County Counsel 
Leland H. Jordan and hold a 


public hearing before offering 
an opinion on the transfer of 
district functions. 
Draft 
of 
a 
district-town 
agreement has been prepared 
by Town Atty. John B. Ehlen. 
Under the plan, the district 
would pay the town $400 a 
month, plus an hourly rate for 
labor exceeding one man-hour 
on district jobs. The $650 a 
month job of William Adam, 
district 
manager, 
would 
be 
abolished and Town Manager 
Arthur H. Brandow would as­ 
sume many of Adam's duties. 
Most of last night’s discus­ 


sion centered around the duties 
and pay of the district’s pres­ 
ent part-time labor force. Its 
average hourly pay rate is 
$3.13, with the bulk of district 
work being done in the win 
ter. 


Morse-said a study of the 
proposed transfer indicates the 
town would have to start out 
by employing the equivalent of 
one and one-half men for dis 
trict work. He said a full-time 
mechanic would divide his time 
between district and town du 
ties. Brandow said the mechan­ 
ic might even devote three- 
quarters of his time to mainte 
nance of town vehicles, for 
which the town now pays an 
outside mechanic about $400 a 
month.

Aware of final moment 


Lightning Bolt 
Hits Bus; 
50 Escape 


PORTLAND, Ore. UP—A bolt 
of lightning struck a crowded 
bus at a busy Portland inter­ 
section yesterday evening, set­ 
ting it afire. 
All the 50 passengers—many 
with singed eyebrows and hair 
—escaped without serious in­ 
jury. Thirteen were hospitaliz­ 
ed overnight for treatment of 
smoke inhalation and noncriti- 
cal burns.

ROME (UPI)— Samuel Car­ 
dinal Stritch died today at the 
time of his greatest honor in 
the Roman 
Catholic Church. 
The funeral will be held in 
Rome and the body will be 
flown back for burial in Chi­ 
cago where he was archbishop 
for 18 years. 
The cardinal died peacefully 
early this morning, 
clutching 
a crucifix. 
The 70-year-old cardinal-, 
first American-born priest ever 
sumoned to Rome to become a 
member of tjie church's gov­ 
erning curia, apparently knew 
when the 
final moment had 
come. 


GIVES BLESSING 
He raised tl* crucifix in his 
left hand, blessed those around 
his bedside with it and then 
died. His right arm was ampu­ 
tated a month ago. 
Pope Pius X II learned about 
the death while working in his 
studio.

tired to his private chapel to 
pray for the cardinal.

He said numerous builders 
and business people had come 
to his aid but he owed no alleg­ 
iance to any of them. 


“The specifications for roads 
and ditches in Terra Linda 
were approved by the county 
administration,” said Wiltshire. 
“I have no ax to grind with the 
subdivider. 
I don’t want to 
lower existing standards.” 


Wiltshire was asked in what 
ways builders failed to get co­ 
operation in Marin. 
A voice 
from the rear, saying “you 
mean 25-foot lots?” drew scat­ 
tered applause. 


“When a builder goes into 
a project, he wants to know 
what the specifications are, 
and not have them changed 
at the whim of a county of­ 
ficial!” Wiltshire replied. 


Orlando 
Conti, 
plumbing 
contractor, drew little enthu­ 
siasm from the audience for a 
prepared speech which among 
other items proposed financing 


the county civic center with a 
bond issue voted on by the 
people and using some of the 
civic center funds now in re­ 
serve for road improvements 
and other public works. 
He took the supervisors to 
task for not putting the civic 
center issue up to a vote and 
said he was for “more demo­ 
cratic decisions” in county gov­ 
ernment. 
Sheriff candidates were led 
off by David Menary, incum­ 
bent, who took just 30 seconds 
to introduce himself and say 
he and his “fine patrolmen and 
investigators are working hard 
to keep Marin clean.” 
Donald Midyett, chief crimin­ 
al jnvestigator for district at- 
tornel’s office, brought up the 
topic of juveniles. 
Midyett said he was for es­ 
tablishing a juvenile division 
in the sheriff’s office to work 
with other groups in the county 
to head off a major juvenile 
problem. 


Menary 
said “We 
don’t 
think the juveniles are a ser­ 
ious problem in the county.” 
Midyett said he calculated 
juveniles were involved in 
41 per cent of all felony ar­ 
rests in the county. 


Menary cited other counties 
in the Bay Area, some of which 
had higher figures. 
He said 
he figured that 30 per cent of 
all arrests were juveniles. 
He 
claimed he had tried for two 
years to get the supervisors to 
approve hiring a juvenile offi­ 
cer. 
Price J. Hall, spoke for Louis 
P. Mountanos, Sausalito police 
chief, who had not yet arrived. 
Hall is chairman of the Lark­ 
spur Planning Commission. 
Only candidate who did not 
appear at the meeting was La- 
verne W. Furrow, police patrol 
operator, seeking the sheriff’s 
post. 
Taxing of possessory interest 
¿»ecame one of the topics boun­ 
ced around by assessor candi­ 
dates.

W. 
Broemmel, 
chief 
deputy auditor, said “you can’t 
tax some and not others.” 


George W. Hall, incum­

He said “it is being 
handled here as well as it is 
being handled in any of the 
counties . . . 


“Some of the items are as 
small as $1 annual rent for 
some arks on the Corte Madera 
mud flats, and rent paid is an 
important part of figuring the 
tax.”

TO STUDY BILL 
Mills said his committee will 
start consideration tomorrow 
of a bill to continue corporate 
and excise tax rates at their 
present levels. 
These rates are scheduled 
under existing law to drop 
automatically on July 1. Eisen­ 
hower has asked Congress to 
continue them to prevent an 
estimated 
three-billion-dollar 
drop in revenues. 
Rayburn

has not

DECISIVE STAND 
Since tax-raising

cutting legislation must origin­ 
ate in the House, the position 
of the House speaker and the

between 
congressional leaders and the 
Secretary of the Treasury Ro­ 
bert Anderson.

Accusations In Killing 


JERUSALEM (*--Israel and 
Jordan each blamed the other 
today for the death of Canadian 
truce chief Lt. Col. George 
Flint, killed in a crossfire while 
trying to arrange a truce be­ 
tween battling units of the two 
nations. 


Flint's jpwn chief of staff 
said it could not be determined 
which side fired the bullet that 
felled the head of the Israel- 
Jordan Mixed Armistice Com­ 
mission on Mt. Scopus in Old 
Jerusalem 
yesterday. 
F o u r 
Israelis also were killed on the 
Jordan-surrounded Israel en­ 
clave adjoining the Mount of 
Olives. 


The death of the 47-year- 
old veteran of World War II 
and the Korean War brought 
expressions of sympathy from 
Jordan's King Hussein, U. N. 
Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjöld and the Israeli gov­ 
ernment. 


Flint 
had 
accompanied 
a 
Jordan patrol to investigate 
rifle fire on Mt. Scopus. Step­ 
ping out in front of the Jordan 
patrol, he was hit as he sought 
to stop the fire exchange to 
permit removal of four wound­ 
ed Israeli guards. 


Flint could not be rescued 
in the heavy crossfire that 
continued and bled to death 
before aid reached him. 
One Israeli officer and three 
soldiers also were killed in the 
exchange.

RUSS AGAIN URGE 
EAST-WEST PACT 


Call For Non-Aggression Treaty Coupled 
With Disclosure Troops To Quit Romania 


MOSCOW (UPI)— The Soviet 
Union today coupled another 
demand for an East-West non 
aggression pact with an an 
nouncement that it is with­ 
drawing its troops from Ro­ 
mania. 
The double-barreled move 
came in a communique issued 
by the eight Communist ria 
tions of the Warsaw Pact after 
their meeting in Moscow last 
week. The Warsaw Pact is the 
Communist Bloc’s counterpart 
of NATO. 
The communique and an ac­ 
companying speech by Premier 
Nikita S. 
Khrushchev were 
made public early today. 
The communique said the 
pact powers—Russia, Albania, 


Beirut Home 
O f British 
Envoy Bombed 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Unidentified dynamiters bomb­ 
ed 
the 
home of the British 
ambassador here last 
night, 
and gunfire crackled in the 
streets of three outlying cities 
in this revolt-torn country. 
There was no immediate re­ 
port of casualties or major 
clashes. 
The bomb set off in Ambas­ 
sador Sir George Middleton’s 
garden caused minor damage, 
but no one was hurt. Gunfight- 
ing was reported in Sidon, 
Rashiya and Tripoli. 
Beirut was gripped by shock 
over a trolley bombing yester­ 
day. Accurate official casualty 
figures could not be obtained, 
but authoritative sources said 
11 persons were killed and 
about 20 injured. 


Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Po­ 
land, Romania, East Germany 
and Hungary—will cut their 
armed forces by 419,000 men 
in 1958. 


This included a slash of 300,- 
000 men the Soviets already 
have announced. 


“The political consultative 
committee 
(of the 
Warsaw 
Pact) approved the proposal of 
the Soviet Union, agreed with 
the government of the Roman­ 
ian Peoples Republic, on the 
withdrawal in the near future 
of Soviet forces which are aitu- 
ated there in accordance with 
the Warsaw Pact.” The com­ 
munique said. 
It did not say how many Red 
Army troops were stationed in 
Romania. 
At the same time, the com­ 
munique said, “the conference 
proposes the conclusion of a 
non-aggression pact between 
the Warsaw Treaty and the 
NATO countries.” 
It said such a treaty would 
include these points: 


1. The parties shall not re­ 
sort to force nor the threat of 
force. 


2. The parties shall refrain 
from all interference in each 
other’s internal affairs. 


3. All possible disputes shall 
be solved by peaceful means 
only, in the spirit of under­ 
standing and justice and by ne­ 
gotiations between the parties 
concerned.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Weissich, We Disagree 
Often, But He's Good DA 


In the past year or two, we seem to 
have been in disagreement with District 
Attorney William 0. Weissich about as 
often as not. 
Being a forceful personality, he is 
one with whom disagreement comes 
easily. 
But he can boast two or three attri­ 
butes which none can belittle. 
First, he is a vigorous prosecutor. For 
him to give the appearance of “drag­ 
ging his feet” in a m atter of law enforce­ 
ment is the rare exception, rather than 
a common occurrence. Furthermore, he 
is an energetic and effective prosecutor. 
This is to his credit. 
Second. Weissich 
has surrounded 
himself with a group of “bright young 
men” as deputies. Most of us are aware 
that it is the custom in some communi­ 
ties to proffer deputy attorney jobs as a 
kind of political plum to older attor­ 
neys who have never done too well in 
private practice. We can thank Weis­ 


sich for NOT instituting any such prac­ 
tice in Marin. 


Third, Weissich has kept Marin 
“clean,” meaning free of organized 
crime, vice or “commercial” gam­ 
bling. 
So long as Weissich remains 
district attorney, Marin need have no 
fear of an inv asion by hoodlums; even 
if they could “make a deal” with a 
sheriff or a police chief. 
Weissich 
would get rid of the hoodlums, and 
probably the offending sheriff or po­ 
lice chief in the process. 


There isn’t anything wrong with H ar­ 
old Truett, Weissich’s opponent. We are 
convinced he is a sincere young fellow 
who would discharge the duties of the 
office to the best of his ability. But we 
find nothing in his record of experience 
that would indicate any special qualifi­ 
cation for the chief prosecutor’s job. 
We will stick with Weissich. 
We recommend his re-election next 
Tuesday. 


Hall's Carlessness With Facts 


Aiding Broemmels Campaign 


County Assessor George Hall’s care­ 
lessness with facts has backfired badly 
a couple of times lately. We related one 
instance in this space yesterday. Today 
we will examine another instance. 
In a campaign advertisement recent­ 
ly, Hall supporters stated, “The ap­ 
praisal figures you have received in the 
mail have come from the County Board 
of Supervisors, NOT from the County 
Assessor’s Office.” 
“Manifestly untrue,” responded the 
chairman of the Board of Supervisors 
and three of his colleagues on the board. 
Just how was this untrue? 
The supervisors’ statement explained 
that the appraisal figures in question 
were NOT prepared by the Board of 
Supervisors, but came instead from the 
Marin County Appraisal Commission, 
OF WHICH ASSESSOR HALL WAS A 
MEMBER from start to finish. 
Furthermore, the supervisors’ state­ 
ment explained, Assessor Hall himself 
formally accepted the appraisal commis­ 
sion’s revised figures as the basis for his 
new assessment rolls ONLY A FEW 
WEEKS AGO. 
So once more, carelessness with facts 
ended up reflecting discredit on Asses­ 
sor Hall. 
George Hall has been around the 
courthouse for a quarter of a century, 
actively engaged almost daily in poli­ 
ticking. He is generally considered to be 
a smart politician. After all, he has held 
office all these years and in spite of 


periodic criticism from grand juries and 
other authoritative sources, he has man­ 
aged to remain in office without serious 
opposition. 
Obviously, carelessness with facts 
which results in discrediting Hall isn’t 
smart politics. 
Veteran courthouse politicos will tell 
you that George Hall is plain scared, 
afraid he will not be re-elected. 
Our thought on this m atter is that de­ 
feat should hold no fears for George 
Hall. 
Many people achieve retirem ent at an 
earlier age. Not many receive anywhere 
near as much retirem ent pay as the 
$400-plus 
per month that Hall will 
qualify for. 
Meanwhile, Bert Broemmel’s cam­ 
paign to “clean up the mess in the asses­ 
sor’s office” (which got off to a seem­ 
ingly slow start) is now obviously pick­ 
ing up steam rapidly. 
People are awakening to the need for 
business-like administration of the as­ 
sessor’s office and Broemmel’s capabili­ 
ties in this regard are daily becoming 
more widely understood and appreci­ 
ated throughout the county. 
Let us hope that Hall’s fears are those 
of a smart politician who sees defeat 
ahead. 
Let us hope that Broemmel’s “sweep 
clean’’ campaign trium phs at the polls 
and subsequently moves into the asses­ 
sor’s office.

Boost From World Situation 


The whole range of the 
President’s program, from de­ 
fense reorganization to outer 
space, is looking up in Con­ 
gress. 
Measures which a month 
ago seemed about to be cut 
to bits now look as though 
they would be passed substan­ 
tially intact. 
This has nothing to do with 
any upsurge in the popular­ 
ity and prestige of the admin­ 
istration. Nothing like that is 
apparent in the country nor 
in Congress. 
If anything it has to do 
with the unpopularity and 
damaged 
prestige 
of 
the 
U n i t e d States which have 
been so painfully evident in 
the last two weeks. 


NOBODY IN HIS senses 
can take any comfort from 
the events which show such 
glaring weaknesses in the 
free world—the civil war in 
Indonesia, the anti-American 
demonstrations in Peru and 
Venezuela, the insubordina­ 
tion of the .French military in 
Algeria, the threat to consti­ 
tutional g o v e r n m e n t in 
France, the fomented upris­ 
ings in Lebanon. 
But it is clear that one by­ 
product of these events is to 
strengthen s o m e w h a t the 
President’s hand in Congress. 
At least they are disposing 
Congress not to weaken the 
hand of the President and in 
the field of foreign policy and 
the cold war to give the ad­ 
ministration

m u c h 
what it is asking. 
This is the real reason why 
the outlook for the White 
House measures is visibly im­ 
proved.

TION—The substance of the 
President's plan for modern­ 
izing our military set-up is 
preserved despite some re­ 
writings by the House Armed 
Services 
Committee. 
When 
you think of how rapidly the 
needs of defense can change 
today, it seems reasonable 
that the President and the 
Secretary of Defense should 
have authority to alter the 
functions of the several ser­ 
vices. 


O V E R S E A S 
AID—The 
House of Representatives has 
completely backed up the re­ 
port of its Foreign Affairs 
Committee on the mutual se­ 
curity 
bill, 
trimming only 
$339,000,000 from the little 
more than $3 billion the ad­ 
ministration requested. 


There can be a rough road 
still ahead for foreign aid this 
year 
particularly 
when 
it 
reaches the House and Sen­ 
ate 
Appropriation 
Commit­ 
tees. But there will be efforts 
in the Senate to restore the 
cut which the House made 
and 
pressure 
for 
cutting 
deeply seems to be letting up. 


RECIPROCAL T R A D E —

The controversial question 
of water fluoridation for Mar­ 
in has been injected into the 
race for one of the director­ 
ships of the Marin Municipal 
Water District board. 
Two younger men seek to 
oust incumbent 
Wililam 
A. 
Marcus, director of Division 4 
(Southern Marin area). 
Mar­ 
cus was appointed in May, 
1944, to fill the unexpired term 
of the late Carl Cymonds. He 
has been re-elected three times 
since, serving continuously for 
14 years. 
His opponents are Richard H. 
Stockton, 35-year-old Mill Val­ 
ley 
contractor, 
and 
Robert 
Alexander Walker, 
33, 
Mill 
Valley insurance agent. 
DESERVES STUDY 
Marcus declared last night 
he feels the fluoridation ques­ 
tion deserves full considera­ 
tion, not only by the board but 
by experts more qualified in 
health and sanitation. 
He said he received a letter 
from a group of dentists inter­ 
ested 
in 
fluoridation. 
He 
said he will present that letter 
to the board of directors to­ 
morrow night and ask them for 
a complete study of the fluori­ 
dation question. 
“Laymen on the board are 
not fully qualified to pass on 
the question, and I would wel­ 
come all facts so that the board 
can act on it at a public meet­ 
ing,” said Marcus. 
Stockton says he is definite­ 
ly in favor of fluoridation, 
pointing out that the state 
board of health is ready to co­ 
operate with the local water 
district to bring fluoridation. 


‘LET PEOPLE DECIDE’ 
Walker declared he, too, is 
personally in favor of fluorida­ 
tion, “but it would be presump­ 
tuous of the board to force it 
on the people, “However Walk­ 
er said, “I think it is the place 
of the board to bring it up and 
let the people decide instead 
of letting (the question) lie 
static.” 
Stockton, a native of San 
Francisco, has lived in Mill Val­ 
ley for 10 years. He was grad­ 
uated from Cogswell Polytech­ 
nic College in San Francisco 
with an engineering major. He 
served with the Navy for three 
and 
one - half 
years 
during 
World War IL 
Stockton worked in the engi­ 
neering department of the wa­ 
ter district in 1950. 
He said 
he has attended many meet­ 
ings of the district board and 
is struck by the absence of 
citizen attendance. 
“The way it is set up now, 
Mr. (Thomas T.) Kent (the 
chairman) 
apparently 
would 
rather have no one there,” he 
asserted. 
POOR MANAGEMENT 
Citing one example of what 
he 
calls 
poor 
management, 
Stockton declared: “Last No­ 
vember on employee died, and 
he was not even covered by 
social security. 
They voted it 
in for all members that night.” 
Stockton is secretary of the 
Marin Conservation and Devel­ 
opment Assn. and a member 
of

Mill 
Valley 
Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Lions Club and Muir Woods 
Park Improvement Assn. 
Walker, the other newcomer, 
attended Lagunitas School and 
San Rafael High School, where 
he played football.

Committee Seeks 
Release Of 
Alcatraz 'Birdman' 


SAN FRANCISCO (IP) — For­ 
mation of a committee to seek 
the release of Robert F. Stroud, 
the famous “Birdman of Alca­ 
traz,” has been announced. 
Stroud, now 68, is in his 41st 
year of solitary confinement. 
He earned the name of “Bird­ 
m an” because he became a top 
authority on bird diseases and 
canary 
breeding 
during 
his 
years in prison. 
Thomas E. Gaddis, author of 
Stroud’s biography, “The Bird­ 
man of Alcatraz,” is chairman 
of the committee. 
Gaddis said the com m ittee’s 
purpose will be to mobilize 
public opinion in support of a 
petition to President Eisenhow­ 
er calling for an investigation 
of the Stroud case. 
Stroud was sent to federal 
prison in 1909 for the baiYoom 
killing in Alaska. 
While at 
Leavenworth in 1918, he killed 
a guard. He was sentenced to 
death. His death sentence in­ 
cluded the proviso that he re­ 
main in solitary until his exe­ 
cution. In 1920, President Wil­ 
son commuted his death sen­ 
tence to life im prisonment. He 
moved from Leavenworth to 
Alcatraz in 1942.
